The special session finished 
its work Thursday just

month to the day after it sta rt­ 
ed. 
Technical sessions will be held 
Monday afternoon for 
final 
cleanup chores but for all prac­ 
tical purposes the reapportion­ 
ment problem now checks to the 
voters. 
The Senate accepted the com­ 
prom ise reapportionment pro­ 
posal, 25-4, and after a long a r­ 
gument the House followed suit 
-99-53- well over the 82 needed 
for House passage. 
In its final form, the plan 
calls for the House to be redis­ 
tricted by a bipartisan commis­ 
sion of 20, chosen by the gover­ 
nor from panels of 20 Republi­ 
cans and 20 Democrats nomi­ 
nated by congressional district 
committees. 


If the commission deadlocks 
and fails to act, redistricting 
would be done by the six bipar­ 
tisan Supreme Court commis­ 
sioners.

that would have accepted such 
stockpiling under certain con­ 
ditions as a defensive deterrent.

LBJ Replay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Just 
as he did in the aluminum price 
rollback, President Johnson is 
taking precautions to insulate 
himself from any political back­ 
lash from business on copper. 
Hie President appeared belat­ 
edly Thursday in the govern­ 
m ent's release of 200,000 tons 
of copper from the strategic 
stockpile. It was necessary for 
him to make the declaration 
which would legalize the action 
announced previously by Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S, Mc­ 
Namara. 
To a news conference held by 
press secretary Bill D. Moyers 
came Joseph Califeno, a presi­ 
dential assistant, to play down 
the idea that the government 
acted to counter rising copper 
prices. 
This amounted almost to a 
replay of the decision to release 
300,000 tons of aluminum from 
the national stockpile. While the 
White House said this had noth­ 
ing to do with a price increase, 
the manufacturers got the mes­ 
sage last week and rescinded 
the price advances they had 
posted. 
Califeno stressed there was a 
world scarcity of copper that 
threatened to get worse. He said 
producers were rationing their 
regular customers and that de­ 
fense requirements for the me­ 
tal would double in the next 
year because of the Viet Nam 
conflict. 
In a statement, Johnson put 
himself in the position of ac­ 
cepting — rather than initiating 
— the decision to sell from the 
stockpile. 
But there remained 
some 
doubt that all of the maneuver­ 
ing would be entirely successful 
in sustaining the cozy political 
climate with business Johnson 
is striving to maintain.

(AP) — More 
than 17,000 machinists struck 
the McDonnell Aircraft Corp. at

ini flights from Cape Kennedy, 
Fla. 
About 200 machinists set up a 
picket line at one of five gates 
at Cape Kennedy, where Gemi­ 
nis 6 and 7 are to be launched 
Dec. 4 and Dec. 13. 
Another 17,000 m achinists,al­ 
most half of the McDonnell em­ 
ployes, walked out at the huge 
aerospace plant in St. Louis, 
halting work on 50 Phantom 
jets, the type used by United 
States forces in Viet Nam.

The destructive reaction 
is 
envy, the resentment of wealth 
or happiness is another merely 
because someone else has it 
and you don't. 


Among primitive, uncivilized 
people, those who envy another 
often simply band together and 
attack him, looting his prop­ 
erty. Where personal Jealousies 
are involved, physical assault 
occurs more often than we like 
to think even In our highly 
civilized society. Still it is not 
so dangerous among us because 
physical assault, whatever its 
motive, is a crime and police 
can deal with it. 


The real danger of envy in 
our society is much more subtle 
and sophisticated. It is the use 
and the deliberate stimulation of 
envy of the successful to line 
up support for measures con­ 
centrating more power in big 
government. Government has 
a legal monopoly on the use 
of force. Through government, 
the envious can strike back at 
the object of their envy and 
help deprive him of what he 
has earned. 


When success is penalized, 
every man who hopes to succeed 
by his own efforts suffers. The 
success - seekers, 
not the 
envious, should be out guides.

WASHINGTON, D. C.; — A 
global 
campaign 
is 
b e i n g 
launched by the Soviets’ labor 
strategists to cut the produc­ 
tion and paralyze the trans­ 
portation and slash the supply 
of war m aterial to allied troops 
in South Viet Nam. 
Deadline for action has been 
set for December 20. 
What the Soviet's "labor desk” 
in the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party USSR hopes 
for are mass action movements 
in the free nations of the world. 
This is a drive targeted at in- 
_ spiring wide defections of for­ 
eign crews aboard freighters 
shuttling war cargo to South 
Vietnamese ports from Ameri­ 
can harbors, from Indian and 
Chinese oceanic islands as well 
as from the key supply centers 
in Japan and the Philippines. 
To parallel this effort 
at 
waterfront disruption, the Sov­ 
iet global labor apparatus will 
attempt 
to stir 
mass street 
demonstrations, as well as dis­ 
ruption 
in "factories, work­ 
shops and offices." 
Just how much disruption, if 
any, can be wrought by the So­ 
viets’ labor front, the World 
Federation 
of Trade Unions 
(WFTU), will be 
measurable 
only on and in the weeks aft­ 
er that deadline. 
But no one needs a man in the 
Kremlin to document the orders 
for such an ambitious world­ 
wide attack upon the supply lines 
to U, S. troops on the jungle and 
rice paddy fronts. 
It is being directed by a bril­ 
liant, 
disciplined Muscovite 
Communist of French origin, 
Louis Saillant. His headquar­ 
ters are in Czechoslovakia at 
Prague I, Nam. Curieovych I, 
telephone 67-856, where the So­ 
viets have gathered a consider­ 
able number of American spe­ 
cialists. His instructions were 
dispatched to thousands 
of 
unions, Communist and anti­ 
communist, in many lands in­ 
cluding the United States. 
The Communist labor forces 
behind the Iron Curtain are ex­ 
pected to run mass demonstra­ 
tions against "American Im­ 
perialism ." The U. S. is to be 
denounced 
and charged 
with 
using 
poison 
g a s 
against 
civilians 
as well as for al­ 
legedly preparing to unleash 
bacteriological 
and chemical 
warfare against women, chil­ 
dren and cattle. 
On this side of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, Mr. Saillant, WFTU Gen­ 
eral Secretary, hopes to stir 
action even amongst non-Com- 
munist unions. 
The most vigorous and im­ 
mediate reaction sprang from 
Joe Curran, leader of the Na­ 
tional Maritime Union (MMU) 
ne acted swiftly on an Inter­ 
national as well as national 
front. After examining the Sail­ 


lant letter and document 
of 
instruction 
sent from Prague 
—on Oct. 29, Curran notified all 
crews on all ships to be on 
the alert for Communist action 
in ports across the world. 
Curran also plans to call on 
h is 
colleagues 
inside labor 
throughout the U. S. to funnel 
information into the NMU head­ 
quarters if anything develops on 
the rails or airports or in any 
communication and transport 
centers. 
He 
communicated 
with the 
anti-Communist world coali­ 
tion known as the Internation­ 
al Transportworkers' Federa­ 
tion in 
London urging it, in 
turn, to alert its many affili- 
- ates. 
"We have to fight as hard for 
our side," said Joe Curran, "as 
they are fighting for theirs. This 
is the kind of thing we should 
have been doing to them on the 
Cuban run and to the ships which 
carry supplies to the 
North 
Vietnamese ports. 
"L et’s make certain that De­ 
fense 
Secretary 
McNamara 
knows what the other side is up 
to. Now perhaps he will put 
more American 
freighters on 
the high seas and stop charter­ 
ing foreign flag ships, whose 
crews keep deserting just when 
we need to rush equipment into 
key Viet Nam p orts." 


What especially aroused Cur­ 
ran in the long document which 
Saillant rushed to thousands of 
unions on all continents 
was 
the following Communist call 
for sabotage; 
"The Congress (of the WFTU) 
appeals to the workers 
and 
trade union organizations of all 
countries, and especially to the 
transport workers and trade 
unions, those in other branches 
in connection with the produc­ 
tion, transport and supply of 
war 
material for the United 
States’ war 
of aggression in 
Viet Nam, to make all efforts 
and adopt suitable 
forms and 
methods of struggle in order 
to boycott and prevent produc­ 
tion and transport or supply 
for the American imperialists 
in their war of aggression in 
Viet Nam." 
This mass movement on the 
labor front has been skillfully 
built for two years now. It be­ 
gan with the convening in Hanoi 
of the Conferences of the In­ 
ternational Trade Union Com­ 
mittee for Solidarity with the 
Workers and People of Viet 
Nam against the American Im­ 
perialist Aggressors in Oct. 
1963. 
Another 
such meeting 
was held 
early last June. 
There the action program was 
planned. Final touches 
were 
added in Warsaw last month. 
Finally the Soviet - controlled 
global labor apparatus set Dec. 
20 as its own labor action day. 
Soon we’ll know if this "aj> 
parat" is 
a paper tiger or 
whether they can chew up some 
of our supply lines.

hell.” 
(Matthew 10.28) There 
are many such New Testament 
p assages where Christ directly 
refe rs to hell. (Matthew 5, 13, 
18, 23; Luke 12; Mark 9) 
In Luke hell is viewed as a 
place of torture where sinners

immediately after death. 
However,

is more 
often 
viewed in future aspect, where 
wicked men are cast with the 
fallen angels at the end of the 
world.

SIX MEMORABLE HOLIDAYS

Back had come Miles Standish 
and ten others from a September 
trip 
to Massachusetts Bay. 
Their boat was loaded with 
rich beaver skins, and they 
talked of nothing but the magni­ 
ficent harbor they had seen. 
The 
news 
swirled 
swiftly 
through 
the little colony of 
Plymouth, and soon more than 
one man man was wondering 
aloud lf they had not made a 
wrong choice. 
Already they 
knew that Plymouth's shallow 
harbor would never permit them 
to become a major port. Should 
they move? Stake out a hurried 
claim on this northern coast, 
and dream of a golden future? 
They might have made this 
fatal blunder but for the wis­ 
dom of one man. Governor Wil­ 
liam Bradford was only 31 years 
old, but he was already one 
of those rare leaders who per­ 
fectly blended realism and vi­ 
sion. No or>° *f"ew better the 
terrible 
sacrifices that had 
created Plymouth. In a little 
notebook he had grimly listed, 
one by one, the deaths of the 
first dreadful winter. His young 
wife, Dorothy, had been among 
them. 
By the time th e'‘generalsick­ 
ness” was over, more than 50 
of the 101 pioneers who braved 
the Atlantic on the Mayflower 
lay in shallow graves, unmarked 
lest 
the Indians note 
their 
dwindling numbers. It was hard­ 
ly surprising that people who 
had suffered so much should 
"hunger for an uncommon re ­ 
ward. But to abandon Plym­ 
outh, to undergo the terrific 
labor of building more houses, 
the risk of war with strange 
Indians, when able-bodied men 
were a mere handful, was mad­ 
ness. 
There was, Bradford swiftly 
decided, only one thing to do. 
He must somehow make them 
realize how much there was at 
Plymouth for which they could 
justly be grateful. 
As the son of English farm ­ 
e rs, Bradford had participated 
in 
more than one 
“ harvest 
home” festival In his native 
village of Austerfield. During 
his l l years of exile In Leyden, 
he had also grown used to 
celebrating with the Dutch an 
annual 
Thanksgiving 
Day In 
memory of the city's deliver­ 
ance from besieging Spaniards 
In 1574. 
It was harvest time In Plym­ 
outh. Their fields of golden 
yellow Indian corn promised a 
starvation-free winter. Why not 
combine an old-fashioned Eng­ 
lish 
harvest festival 
with a 
Dutch thanksgiving for their 
deliverance 
from 
Atlantic 
storm s, 
hostile 
Indians and 
rampaging plague? 
Thfc Idea was an Instant suc­ 
cess. Nothing more was heard 
about moving to Massachusetts 
Bay. 
Everyone agreed with 
Bradford's words: “ The Lord, 
who asslgnes to all men 
the 
bounds of their habitations, had 
apoynted it for an other use.” 
Looking around them at their 
ripe fields, the woods thick 
with game, the rivers and sea 
teeming with fish, feeling, after 
a peaceful plenteous summer, 
the glow of new health in their 
bodies, the men and women of 
Plymouth realized that there 
was indeed much for which to 
give thanks. 
Edward Winslow, Bradford's 
close friend, tells how the Gov­ 
ernor “ sent foure men on fowl­ 
ing that so we might after a 
more speciall manner rejoice 
together, after we had gathered 
the fruit of our labours; they 
foure in one day killed as much 
fowle, as with little helpe be­ 
side served the Company almost 
a weeke.” Among the “ fowle,” 
Bradford noted In his history 
of Plymouth, were “ great store 
of wild Turkles.” From the 
w aters they gathered lobsters 
and clams, cod and bass. The 
little gardens surrounding each 
Plymouth house contributed a 
variety of “ sallets” as greens 
were then known. From the wild

Without 
the Indians' knowledge of how to 
plant and fertilize the precious 
corn, they would have faced 
certain starvation. If the great 
chief Massasolt had chosen to 
be hostile, he could easily have 
wiped them out. Instead he had 
agreed to a treaty of peace 
and mutual assistance which re ­ 
mains a model even today. 
Massassolt 
gladly accepted 
Bradford's 
invitation. Main' 
tribes on the east coast cele­ 
brated the harvest 
with a 
sim ilar feast. He not only came 
--he brought along his entire 
tribe—90 hungry braves. 
For a moment it looked like 
disaster. Ninety braves could 
devour Plymouth's entire win­ 
ter larder. But chief Massasolt 
quickly sent hunters into the 
forest, who came back with five 
fat deer. So they sat down, 
white man and red, side by side, 
and began the feast. 
Miles 
Standish paraded his amateur 
soldiers, and they fired off mus­ 
kets and their cannon on “ Fort 
HUI.” 
Indians and PUgrims 
joined In foot races, wrestling 
contests, and the white man's 
favorite game, “ stool ball” -- 
a sort of croquet-on-the-run 
In 
which a ball was batted 
through numerous wickets. 
They ate and drank and exer­ 
cised for no less than three 
full days. Wine from the wUd 
grapes of the forest, 
a bit 
green, but tasty enough, was 
bolstered by “ strong waters” 
which they had brought from 
England and Holland in abun­ 
dance. The Indians were fas­ 
cinated by its magical effects. 
They In turn produced a few 
tricks of their own: They took 
corn and heated It over the 
fire in earthen jars. The Pil­ 
grim chUdren squealed with de­ 
light as ltburst into puffy white­ 
ness. Then came a generous 
dollop of maple syrup — and 
there were popcorn balls! 
Backing 
up this marathon 
feasting were a mere five Pil- 
grim women, assisted by a few 
teen-age girls. 
Fortunately, 
however, there was no dishes 
to wash. The fork had yet to 
come Into general use. A few 
knives to cut the meat, and 
some wooden stirring spoons, 
served the whole company. 
At last it was over, indians 
and pioneers settled down to 
face the long winter with a new 
sense of trust and well-being. 
Edward Winslow echoed Plym­ 
outh's contentment in a letter to 
England: “ And although it be 
not alwayes so plentlfull, as It 
was at this time with us, yet 
by the good ne s se of God, we are 
so farre from want that we often 
wish you partakers of 
our 
plentie.”

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How to Prevent 
Power Blackouts 
Is Big Order 


NEW YORK (AP) — Histo­ 
ry 's worst power failure appar­ 
ently began in a piece of equi{>- 
ment the size of a household 
electric m eter. But the larg er 
question is what's to prevent it 
from happening again — acci­ 
dentally or on purpose? 
That question goes beyond the 
im m ediate cause of the recent 
m assive blackout. 
It is troubling defense ;>lan- 
liers, government offic ials, and 
pow er company executives, an i 
has caused at least the 30 m il­ 
lion persons whose utter de­ 
pendence on electricity becam e 
dram atically clear Nov. 9-10 to 
wonder alxiut the very nature of 
a power grid, the distribution 
system which enabled the fail­ 
u re to zip across the N ortheast 
like a run In a stocking. 
Power grids are interlocking 
networks 
of utility company 
lin es which now extend .o the 
Rockies and in a few years are 
expected to link 48 contiguous 
states i i i one big party line. 
"T ile theory is good," sail] 
electrical engineer Law rence J. 
Hollander. "There is nothing 
wrong with the theory." 
Hollander is assistant to the 
dean of New York U niversity's 
School 
of 
Engineering 
and 
Science, and is one of a few aca­ 
dem ic men in the United States 
whose scholars field is turner 
generation, transm ission, and 
distribution. When the lights 
went out last week Hollander 
w as in the middle of a lecture 
on the effects of lightning strik ­ 
ing transm ission lines. 
The power grid theory, in 
broad term s, involves compa­ 
n ies with power to spare send­ 
ing it quickly on interconnecting 
lin es to companies with tempo­ 
ra ry snortages. 
Y'ears ago, each company op­ 
erated independently. Each had 
to have what was called spin­ 
ning reserve — spare genera­ 
to rs rotating but not producing 
electricity , 
against 
the pos­ 
sibility of a working generator 
failing. 
It made sense, then, for two 
com panies to agree to keep a 
single spinning reserve to satis­ 
fy both. Tile more com panies 
making such cooperative ag ree­ 
m ents, the better. In the North­ 
ea ste rn United States, 42 com- 
lu n ie s are thus interconnected, 
Among them are more than 400 
generators, all linked together. 
Another advantage of such a 
network is that electricity can 
be delivered to custom ers m ore 
econom ically. 
Old generators tend to tie in­ 
efficient, producing electricity . 
a t costs as high as 8.5 cents a 
kilowatt hour. Newer ones can 
do it for as low as three-tenths 
of a cent. A kilowatt hour Is the 
am ount of electricity it takes to 
light ten 100-watt bulbs for an 
hour. 
Many times it's cheaper fo ra 
company to buy extra elec trici­ 
ty for demanding custom ers 
from another company, which 
has efficient generators opera­ 
ting than to produce its own 
with only tired old machines on 
hand. 
Electricity 
can't 
lie 
stored; it must be produced tile 
instant demanded. 
Computers tell com panies at 
every moment where the chea­ 
p est 
electricity is available 
within the network. 
T hese networks have been 
form ed throughout the country, 
and all of them are connected 
with neighboring networks. But 
at present the internetwork con­ 
nections are generally weak. 
Thus trouble in one network 
usually doesn't spread to anoth­ 
e r . They're mu :h like big w ater 
system s connected only with 
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garden hoses. The eventual plan 
is to replace the weak connec­ 
tions with strong ones, thus ex­ 
panding 
tile 
company 
buddy 
system between networks. 
And thus also expanding Hie 
area vulnerable to a house«of- 
cards power failure? 
"Not n ec essarily ." said engi­ 
neer Hollander. "T im e zones 
and 'seasonal differences can 
save u s." 
But how vulnerable is a net­ 
work to — 'tare anyone mention 
it — sabotage? 
"If I wanted to knock out 
the entire N ortheastern United 
Suites, just as happened Nov. 
9," said H ollander, "I would 
pick a Thursday or Friday night 
just before C hristm as. That 
would be a tim p of enormous 
loads4ots of lights, stores open 
for shoppers, cold 
weather. 
That would lie the tim e to do 
it. And I would simply cause 
some damage to the backbone 
lin e." 
The backbone line is the extra 
high voltage — EHV — wire 
running from the big plants at 
Niagara Falls through Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Utica, Al­ 
bany and Poughkeepsie to New 
York City. At some faints along 
the route, but not all, there are 
double lines, providing a backup 
system . 
All tile system s in the entire 
eight-state network are linked 
eventually to the backbone. 
And, most significant, all tile 
generators in the network are 
in 
precise 
synchronization, 
each turning a s though on 
a 
single axle. They have to be, 
Hollander explained, so that 
the 
entire 
system will throb 
simultaneously at 60 cycles a 
second. 
Should a generator acciden­ 
tally get out of synchronization 
it must correct itself quickly — 
or get off the system . Automatic 
equipment is supposed to see 
that it does one or the other. 
If a big bird should fly be­ 
tween tile high-powered trans­ 
mission lines, tor example, or a 
tree limb fall and disturb the 
flow, a device called a relay 
detects it and causes a circuit 
breaker to open momentarily — 
for 1.5 to 3 cycles, the barest 
fraction of a 60-cycle second — 
then close again. 
If tile trouble hasn't passed, 
tile process repeats Itself. If aft­ 
er a third tim e it still hasn't 
fixed itself autom atically, a re­ 
pairman has to go out in a 
truck. 
"T hat's what the automatic 
equipment is supposed to do," 


Hollander said. "Som etim es the 
equipment may not perform as 
expected. Perhaps the answ er is 
m ore backup system s, more 
redundancy." 
Hollander said when the back­ 
bone line is heavily loaded tile 
generators are extrem ely sen­ 
sitive, subject to the slighest 
disturbance. 
That was exactly the situation 
the evening of the big blackout. 
New York City at that tim e 
was drawing enormous amounts 
of t>ower from the huge Niagara 
sources. 
Something caused a disturb­ 
ance — nobody seem s to know 
what — and the little relay box 
signaled a circuit breaker to 
open near the giant plant at 
Queenston, 
Out., four 
miles 
north of Niagara Falls. 
Instead of isolating the trou­ 
bled line, the breaker sent its 
current to other lines, already 
loaded. They couldn't handle the 
excess. 
Tile current flowing to New 
York reversed itself and, like 
a ir in a punctured tire , rushed 
to the point of least resistance, 
draining the power from the 
city. 
At a different tim e of day, 
under a lesser lo ad ,generators 
throughout the system might 
have met tile sudden demand. 
But generators, like donkeys, 
will do only as much as they a re 
callable and no 
m ore. When 
they sensed electronically that 
they couldn't meet the demand 
they cut them selves off to pro­ 
tect their own wiring, click, 
click, click, click, and 80,000 
square miles went dark. 
Yes, Hollander said, it could 
happen again. Bul in his view 
expanding 
the 
grid 
system 
would do more to reduce that 
chance than Increase it.

But Earnest Man

WASHINGTON (AP) — "He 
was a good man.” That was the 
epitaph from President Johnson 
and Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey 
when 
they 
heard 
Thursday that Henry A. Wallace 
had died at 77. 
Long ago M rs. Eleanor Roose- 
volt praised his integrity, too, 
but she called him an "inept 
politician .” 
Between 
those 
phrases hung the life and story 
of an earnest, busy, optim istic 
and naive man. 
He was probably never more 
honest than in admitting how 
naive he was. He said he was 
e 
grossly wrong in m isreading 
R ussia's intentions after the 
* w ar, 
In a speech, he had denounced 
this country's ste m post-w ar 
policy with the Soviets — al­ 
though 
Russia 
had 
grabbed 
E astern Europe as a vast satel­ 
lite . Because of tte denuncia­ 
tion, President H arry S. Tru­ 
man fired him as secretary of 
com m erce. 
Truman didn't look too good 
in this. Both the New York 
Tim es and the Washington Post 
reported Truman had approved 
the speech before Wallace deliv­ 
ered it. 
L ater in his m em oirs Truman 
denied he had ever read the 
speech. W allace denied that, 
saying he had gone over it page 
by page with Trum an. But In 
this episode Wallace didn't look 
too good, either. 
In the prepared text of his 
speech he had a number of c riti­ 
cism s of R ussia. But when he 
mentioned the first one and was 
jeered in New Y ork's Madison 
Square Garden he om itted all 
the others. 
He explained later he did this 
to save tim e because he was on 
radio. But it was a sensational 
speech, besides criticizing Tru­ 
m an's foreign policy. In it Wal­ 
lace called for an end to segre­ 
gation in all spheres of A m eri­ 
can life and suggested the world 
be divided into two spheres of 
influence, 
one dominated by 
R ussia, the other by the West. 
In New Deal days rep o rters 
called him the w orst-dressed 
man in Washington. For many, 
he was a nightm are to interview 
for he could be vague and had a _ 
habit of suddenly going silent in 
the middle of a sentence. 
He dabbled in astrology, and 
in middle-age as vice president 
threw boomerangs and liked to 
w restle. But his real field, from 
which he started and to which 
he returned, was agriculture. 
He 
made im portant contribu­ 
tions to plant genetics and was 
among the developers of hybrid 
strain s of corn. 
He was President Franklin D. 
R oosevelt's agriculture secre­ 
tary from 1933 to 1941 and his 
vice president from 1941 
to 
1945. But the politicians had no 
use for him and in 1944 per­ 
suaded Roosevelt not to insist 
on keeping him for another 
te rm . They picked Truman and 
Wallace became secretary of 
com m erce, but a critic in that 
job of American foreign policy. 
It was no doubt fortunate for 
the country that Trum an, not 
W allace, succeeded to the p resi­ 
dency in 1945. From what Wal­ 
lace adm itted later — his fail­ 
ure to understand Russian com­ 
munism — it's hard to imagine 
what might have happened if he 
had become president. 
In 1948 he ran for the p resi­ 
dency him self on the left-wing 
P rogressive party ticket, lost 
badly and quit the party two 
years la ter when the lead ers of 
it wouldn't back him in sup­ 
porting Trum an's stand on Ko­ 
rea. 
In 1952, he said the Russians 
had m isled him into believing 
they "rea lly wanted and needed 
peace.'* He said he had finally 
come to look upon Soviet com­ 
munism as " u tte rly ev il." 
He mixed goodness with opti­ 
mism and as early as 1942 be-

night it was played out in a 
courtroom but emerged more as 
a preachm ent on freedom of 
thought and of expression. 
The 90-minute version of the 
play by Jerom e Lawrence and 
Robert E . L ee on NBC started 
with a stree t scene in a sm all 
town on the eve of the trial of a 
young 
teacher 
charged with 
breaking a state law. He had 
taught his classes something of 
C harles D arw in's controversial 
theory of evolution. The angry 
townsfolk w ere prim arily funda­ 
m entalists who believed im plic­ 
itly in the Bible and considered 
any theory of man's origin ex­ 
cept the one set down in Genesis 
to be heresy. 
The prosecutor in the case 
was called Matthew Brady, an 
old man at the end of a career 
that included running for presi- 
dent unsuccessfully three tim es. 
The defense lawyer was called 
Drummond, another old man 
who had spent a lifetim e de­ 
fending unpopular causes. 
The clim ax of the play came 
when 
Drummond, 
played by 
Melvyn Douglas, put his oppo­ 
nent on the witness stand as a 
Bible expert and proceeded to 
examine him furiously on his 
philosphy and beliefs until he 
contradicted him self. 
The point of the play was an 
uncom plicated restatem ent of 
the thesis that in a free society 
man must be free to think for 
him self and to express him self 
and that all ideas must have a 
chance to be heard.

should be redistricted.

federal court decided that issue 
last December. 


Even many House members 
never did understand that point, 
the governor said. 
The special session finished 
its work Thursday just 
one 
month to the day after it start­ 
ed. 
Technical sessions will be held 
Monday afternoon for 
final 
cleanup chores but for all prac­ 
tical purposes the reapportion­ 
ment problem now checks to the 
voters. 


The Senate accepted the com­ 
promise reapportionment pro­ 
posal, 25-4, and after a long a r­ 
gument the House followed suit 
-99-53- well over the 82 needed 
for House passage. 
In its final form, the plan 
calls for the House to be redis­ 
tricted by a bipartisan commis­ 
sion of 20, chosen by the gover­ 
nor from panels of 20 Republi­ 
cans and 20 Democrats nomi­ 
nated by congressional district 
committees. 


If the commission deadlocks 
and fails to act, redistricting 
would be done by the six bipar­ 
tisan Supreme Court commis­ 
sioners. 
The House would remain at 
163 members. 
The 34 Senate districts would 
be drawn by a bipartisan com­ 
mission of 10, selected by the 
governor from 10 Republicans 
and 10 Democrats nominated by 
the two state party committees.

envy, the resentment of wealth 
or happiness is another merely 
because someone else has it 
and you don't. 


Among primitive, uncivilized 
people, those who envy another 
often simply band together and 
attack him, looting his prop­ 
erty. Where personal jealousies 
are Involved, physical assault 
occurs more often than we like 
to think even in our highly 
civilized society. Still it is not 
so dangerous among us because 
physical assault, whatever its 
motive, is a crime and police 
can deal with it. 
The real danger of envy in 
our society is much more subtle 
and sophisticated. It is the use 
and the deliberate stimulation of 
envy of the successful to line 
up support for measures con­ 
centrating more power in big 
government. Government has 
a legal monopoly on the use 
of force. Through government, 
the envious can strike back at 
the object of their envy and 
help deprive him of what he 
has earned. 


When success is penalized, 
every man who hopes to succeed 
by his own efforts suffers. The 
success - seekers, 
not the 
envious, should be out guides.

heritage when they are given 
leadership.

Communists' 
Global Labor 
Apparatus Sets Dec. 20 
As 
Deadline for Slowing U. S. War 
Supply Lines 
WASHINGTON, D. C.; — A 
global 
campaign 
is being 
launched by the Soviets' labor 
strategists to cut the produc­ 
tion and paralyze the trans­ 
portation and slash the supply 
of war material to allied troops 
in South Viet Nam. 
Deadline for action has been 
set for December 20. 
What the Soviet's “labor desk" 
in the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party USSR hopes 
for are mass action movements 
in the free nations of the world. 
This is a drive targeted at in- 
. spiring wide defections of for­ 
eign crews aboard freighters 
shuttling war cargo to South 
Vietnamese ports from Ameri­ 
can harbors, from Indian and 
Chinese oceanic islands as well 
as from the key supply centers 
in Japan and the Philippines. 
To parallel this effort 
at 
waterfront disruption, the Sov­ 
iet global labor apparatus will 
attempt 
to stir mass street 
demonstrations, as well as dis­ 
ruption 
in “ factories, work­ 
shops and offices." 
Just how much disrigjtion, if 
any, can be wrought by the So­ 
viets’ labor front, the World 
Federation 
of Trade Unions 
(WFTU), will be 
measurable 
only on and in the weeks aft­ 
er that deadline. 
But no one needs a man in the 
Kremlin to document the orders 
for such an ambitious world­ 
wide attack upon the supply lines 
to U. S. troops on the jungle and 
rice paddy fronts. 
It is being directed by a bril­ 
liant, 
disciplined Muscovite 
Communist of French origin, 
Louis Saillant. His headquar­ 
ters are in Czechoslovakia at 
Prague 1, Nam. Curleovych 1 
telephone 67-856, where the So­ 
viets have gathered a consider­ 
able number of American spe­ 
cialists. His instructions were 
dispatched to thousands 
of 
unions, Communist and anti­ 
communist, in many lands in­ 
cluding the United States. 
The Communist labor forces 
behind the Iron Curtain are ex­ 
pected to run mass demonstra­ 
tions against “ American Im­ 
perialism." The U. S. is to be 
denounced 
and charged with 
using 
poison 
g as 
against 
civilians 
as well as for al­ 
legedly preparing to unleash 
bacteriological 
and chemical 
warfare against women, chil­ 
dren and cattle. 
On this side of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, Mr. Saillant, WFTU Gen­ 
eral Secretary, hopes to stir 
action even amongst non-Com- 
munist unions. 
The most vigorous and im­ 
mediate reaction sprang from 
Joe Curran, leader of the Na­ 
tional Maritime Union (NMU) 
ne acted swiftly on an int&> 
national as well as national 
front. After examining the Sail­ 


lant letter and document 
of 
instruction sent from Prague 
-on Oct. 29, Curran notified all • 
crews on all ships to be on 
the alert for Communist action 
in ports across the world. 
Curran also plans to call on 
h is 
colleagues 
inside labor 
throughout the U. S. to funnel 
information into the NMU head­ 
quarters if anything develops on 
the rails or airports or in any 
communication and transport 
centers. 
He 
communicated with the 
anti-Communist world coali­ 
tion known as the Internation­ 
al Transportworkers' Federa­ 
tion in 
London urging it, in 
turn, to alert its many afflll- 
«. ates. 
“We have to fight as hard for 
our side," said Joe Curran, “ as 
they are fighting for theirs. This 
is the kind of thing we should 
have been doing to them on the 
Cuban run and to the ships which 
carry supplies to the 
North 
Vietnamese ports. 
“ Let's make certain that De­ 
fense 
Secretary 
McNamara 
knows what the other side is up 
to. Now perhaps he will put 
more American 
freighters on 
the high seas and stop charter­ 
ing foreign flag ships, whose 
crews keep deserting just when 
we need to rush equipment into 
key Viet Nam ports." 


What especially aroused Cui> 
ran in the long document which 
Saillant rushed to thousands of 
unions on all continents was 
the following Communist call 
for sabotage: 
“ The Congress (of the WFTU) 
appeals to the workers 
and 
trade union organizations of all 
countries, and especially to the 
transport workers and trade 
unions, those in other branches 
in connection with the produc­ 
tion, transport and supply of 
war 
material for the United 
States' war 
of aggression in 
Viet Nam, to make all efforts 
and adopt suitable forms and 
methods of struggle in order 
to boycott and prevent produc­ 
tion and transport or supply 
for the American imperialists 
in their war of aggression in 
Viet Nam." 
This mass movement on the 
labor front has been skillfully 
built for two years now. It be­ 
gan with the convening in Hanoi 
of the Conferences of the In­ 
ternational Trade Union Com­ 
mittee for Solidarity with the 
Workers and People of Viet 
Nam against the American Im­ 
perialist Aggressors in Oct. 
1963. 
Another such meeting 
was held 
early last June. 
There the action program was 
planned. Final touches 
were 
added In Warsaw last month. 
Finally the Soviet - controlled 
global labor apparatus set Dec. 
20 as its own labor action day. 
Soon we'll know if this “ ap- 
parat" is 
a paper tiger or 
whether they can chew tg> some 
of our supply lines.

From scriptural passages, the 
characteristics of hell are fire, 
gnashing of teeth, darkness, and 
the ever-gnawing worm.Iwould 
doubt that these traits would 
have to be taken as literal fact. 
Rather, they are used to com­ 
municate to man that hell is the 
last place any 
sane person 
would want to live his eternal 
destiny. 
Hell is simply the eternal loss 
or absence of God. In closing I 
do not think that we should place 
hell as specifically out in the be­ 
yond.

SIX MEMORABLE HOLIDAYS 
BY THOMAS J. FLEMING 
Back had come Miles Standlsh 
and ten others from a September 
trip 
to Massachusetts Bay. 
Their boat was loaded with 
rich beaver skins, and they 
talked of nothing but the magni­ 
ficent harbor they had seen. 
The 
news 
swirled 
swiftly 
through 
the little colony of 
Plymouth, and soon more than 
one man man was wondering 
aloud If they had not made a 
wrong choice. 
Already they 
knew that Plymouth's shallow 
harbor would never permit them 
to become a major port. Should 
they move? Stake out a hurried 
claim on this northern coast, 
and dream of a golden future? 
They might have made this 
fatal blunder but for the wis­ 
dom of one man. Governor Wil­ 
liam Bradford was only 31 years 
old, but he was already one 
of those rare leaders who per­ 
fectly blended realism and vi­ 
sion, No one knew better the 
terrible 
sacrifices that had 
created Plymouth. In a little 
notebook he had grimly listed, 
one by one, the deaths of the 
first dreadful winter. His young 
wife, Dorothy, had been among 
them. 
By the time the “ general sick­ 
ness" was over, more than 50 
of the 101 pioneers who braved 
the Atlantic on the Mayflower 
lay in shallow graves, unmarked 
lest 
the Indians note 
their 
dwindling numbers. It was hard­ 
ly surprising that people who 
had suffered so much should 
“hunger for an uncommon re­ 
ward. But to abandon Plym­ 
outh, to undergo the terrific 
labor of building more houses, 
the risk of war with strange 
Indians, when able-bodied men 
were a mere handful, was mad­ 
ness. 
There was, Bradford swiftly 
decided, only one thing to do. 
He must somehow make them 
realize how much there was at 
Plymouth for which they could 
justly be grateful. 
As the son of English farm­ 
ers, Bradford had participated 
in 
more than one “ harvest 
home" festival In his native 
village of Austerfleld. During 
his 11 years of exile In Leyden, 
he had also grown used to 
celebrating with the Dutch an 
annual 
Thanksgiving Day In 
memory of the city’s deliver­ 
ance from besieging Spaniards 
In 1574. 
It was harvest time in Plym­ 
outh. Their fields of golden 
yellow Indian corn promised a 
starvation-free winter. Why not 
combine an old-fashioned Eng­ 
lish 
harvest festival with a 
Dutch thanksgiving for their 
deliverance 
from 
Atlantic 
storms, 
hostile Indians and 
i»amnotrtntT n ia giifl? 
The Idea was an Instant suc­ 
cess. Nothing more was heard 
about moving to Massachusetts 
Bay. 
Everyone agreed with 
Bradford's words: “ The Lord, 
who assignes to all men the 
bounds of their habitations, had 
apoynted it for an other use." 
Looking around them at their 
ripe fields, the woods thick 
with game, the rivers and sea 
teeming with fish, feeling, after 
a peaceful plenteous summer, 
the glow of new health In their 
bodies, the men and women of 
Plymouth realized that there 
was Indeed much for which to 
give thanks. 
Edward Winslow, Bradford's 
close friend, tells how the Gov­ 
ernor "sent foure men on fowl­ 
ing that so we might after a 
more speciall manner rejoice 
together, after we had gathered 
the fruit of our labours; they 
foure in one day killed as much 
fowle, as with little helpe be- 
s ide served the Company al most 
a weeke." Among the “ fowle," 
Bradford noted In his history 
of Plymouth, were “ great store 
of wild Turkies." From the 
waters they gathered lobsters 
and clams, cod and bass. The 
little gardens surrounding each 
Plymouth house contributed a 
variety of “ sallets" as greens 
were then known. From the wild 


fruits 
of summer they haa 
gathered gooseberries, straw­ 
berries, plums and cherries, 
which they no doubt dried, Indian 
fashion. They did not bring 
enough sugar with them on the 
Mayflower to make jams or 
jellies. Of pumpkins, grown by 
the Indians among their corn, 
no mention Is made. It was sev­ 
eral years before the white 
men learned what to do with 
this formidable vegetable. The 
same was probably true of cran­ 
berries 
though 
bogs were 
plentiful nearby. 
They were almost ready for 
the feast. But Bradford, under­ 
scoring his theme of gratitude, 
paused to Invite their Indian 
neighbors to join them. Without 
the Indians' knowledge of how to 
plant and fertilize the precious 
corn, they would have faced 
certain starvation. If the great 
chief Massasolt had chosen to 
be hostile, he could easily have 
wiped them out. Instead he had 
agreed to a treaty of peace 
and mutual assistance which re­ 
mains a model even today. 
Massassolt 
gladly accepted 
Bradford's 
invitation. Manv 
tribes on the east coast cele­ 
brated the harvest 
with a 
similar feast. He not only came 
--he brought along his entire 
tribe—90 hungry braves. 
For a moment it looked like 
disaster. Ninety braves could 
devour Plymouth's entire win­ 
ter larder. But chief Massasolt 
quickly sent hunters Into the 
forest, who came back with five 
fat deer. So they sat down, 
white man and red, side by side, 
and began the feast. 
Miles 
Standlsh paraded his amateur 
soldiers, and they fired off mus­ 
kets and their cannon on “ Fort 
H ill." 
Indians and Pilgrims 
joined In foot races, wrestling 
contests, and the white man's 
favorite game, “ stool ball” -- 
a sort of croquet-on-the-run 
In 
which a ball was batted 
through numerous wickets. 
They ate and drank and exer­ 
cised for no less than three 
full days. Wine from the wild 
grapes of the forest, 
a bit 
green, but tasty enough, was 
bolstered by “ strong waters" 
which they had brought from 
England and Holland In abun­ 
dance. The Indians were fas­ 
cinated by its magical effects. 
They In turn produced a few 
tricks of their own: They took 
corn and heated it over the 
fire In earthen Jars. The Pil­ 
grim children squealed with de­ 
light as It burst Into puffy white­ 
ness. Then came a generous 
dollop of maple syrup — and 
there were popcorn balls! 
Backing

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How to Prevent 
Power Blackouts 
Is Big Order 


NEW YORK (AP) — Histo­ 
ry's worst power failure appar­ 
ently began in a piece of equip­ 
ment the size of a household 
electric meter. But the larger 
question is what's to prevent it 
from happening again — acci­ 
dentally or on purpose? 
'Hiat question goes beyond the 
immediate cause of the recent 
massive blackout. 
It is troubling defense plan­ 
ners, government officials, and 
power company executives, and 
has caused at least the 30 mil­ 
lion persons whose utter de­ 
pendence on electricity became 
dramatically clear Nov. 9-10 to 
wonder about the very nature of 
a power grid, the distribution 
system which enabled the fail­ 
ure to zip across the Northeast 
like a run in a stocking. 
Power grids are interlocking 
networks of utility company 
lines which now extend .o the 
Rockies and in a few years are 
expected to link 48 contiguous 
states in one big party line. 
“ The theory is good,'' said 
electrical engineer Lawrence J. 
Hollander. “ There is nothing 
wrong with the theory.'' 
Hollander is assistant to the 
dean of New York University's 
School 
of 
Engineering 
and 
Science, and is one of a few aca­ 
demic men in the United States 
whose scholarly field is power 
generation, transmission, and 
distribution. When the lights 
went out last week Hollander 
was in the middle of a lecture 
on the effects of lightning strik­ 
ing transmission lines. 
The power grid theory, in 
broad terms, involves compa­ 
nies with power to spare send­ 
ing it quickly on interconnecting 
lines to companies with tempo­ 
rary snortages. 
Years ago, each company op­ 
erated independently. Each had 
to have what was called spin­ 
ning reserve — spare genera­ 
tors rotating but not producing 
electricity, against 
the pos­ 
sibility of a working generator 
failing. 
It made sense, then, for two 
companies to agree to keep a 
single spinning reserve to satis­ 
fy both. The more companies 
making such cooperative agree­ 
ments, the better. In the North­ 
eastern United States, 42 com­ 
panies are thus interconnected. 
A mong them are more tlian 400 
ge&ratoas, all linked-Uigether. 
Another advantage of such a 
network is that electricity can 
be delivered to customers more 
economically. 
Old generators tend to be in­ 
efficient, producing electricity 
at costs as high as 8.5 cents a 
kilowatt hour. Newer ones can 
do it for as low as three-tenths 
of a cent. A kilowatt hour is the 
amount of electricity it takes to 
light ten 100-watt bulbs for an 
hour. 
Many times it's cheaper fora 
company to buy extra electrici­ 
ty for demanding customers 
from another company, which 
has efficient generators opera­ 
ting than to produce its own 
with only tired old machines on 
hand. 
Electricity 
can't 
be 
stored; it must be produced the 
instant demanded. 
Computers tell companies at 
every momeat where the chea­ 
pest electricity is available 
within the network. 
These networks iiave been 
formed throughout the country, 
and all of them are connected 
with neighboring networks. But 
at present the internetwork con­ 
nections are generally weak. 
Thus trouble in one network 
usually doesn't spread to anoth­ 
er. They're mu:h like big water 
systems connected only with 


garden hoses. The eventual plan 
is to replace the weak connec­ 
tions with strong ones, thus ex­ 
panding the company buddy 
system between networks. 
And thus also expanding the 
area vulnerable to a house-of- 
cards power failure? 
“Not necessarily,'' said engi­ 
neer Hollander. “ Time zones 
and seasonal differences can 
save us.'* 
But how vulnerable is a net­ 
work to — dare anyone mention 
it — sabotage? 
“If I wanted to knock out 
the entire Northeastern United 
States, just as happened Nov. 
9,'* said Hollander, “ I would 
pick a Thursday or Friday night 
just before Christmas. That 
would be a time of enormous 
ioads-lots of lights, stores open 
for shoppers, cold 
weather. 
That would be the time to do 
it. And I would simply cause 
some damage to the backbone 
line.'' 
The backbone line is the extra 
high voltage — EHV — wire 
running from the big plants at 
Niagara Falls through Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Utica, Al­ 
bany and Poughkeepsie to New 
York City. At some points along 
the route, but not all, there are 
double lines, providinga backup 
system. 
All the systems in the entire 
eight-state network are linked 
eventually to the backbone. 
And, most significant, all the 
generators in the network are 
in 
precise synchronization, 
each turning as though on a 
single axle. They have to be, 
Hollander explained, so that 
the entire system will throb 
simultaneously at 60 cycles a 
second. 
Should a generator acciden­ 
tally get out of synchronization 
it must correct itself quickly — 
or get off the system. Automatic 
equipment is supposed to see 
that it does one or the other. 
If a big bird should fly be­ 
tween the high-powered trans­ 
mission lines, for example, or a 
tree limb fall and disturb the 
flow, a device called a relay 
detects it and causes a circuit 
breaker to open momentarily — 
for 1.5 to 3 cycles, the barest 
fraction of a 60-cycle second — 
then close again. 
If the trouble hasn't passed, 
the process repeats itself. If aft­ 
er a third time it 3till hasn't 
fixed itself automatically, a re­ 
pairman has to go out in a 
truck. 
“ That's what the automatic 
equipment is supposed to do," 


Hollander said. '^Sometimes the 
equipment may not perform as 
expected. Perhaps the answer is 
more backup systems, more 
redundancy.'' 
Hollander said when the back­ 
bone line is heavily loaded the 
generators are extremely sen­ 
sitive, subject to the slighest 
disturbance. 
That was exactly the situation 
the evening of the big blackout. 
New York City at that time 
was drawing enormous amounts 
of power from the huge Niagara 
sources. 
Something caused a disturb­ 
ance — nobody seems to know 
what — and the little relay box 
signaled a circuit breaker to 
open near the giant plant at 
Queenston, 
Ont., four miles 
north of Niagara Falls. 
Instead of isolating the trou­ 
bled line, the breaker sent its 
current to other lines, already 
loaded. They couldn't handle the 
excess. 
The current flowing to New 
York reversed itself and, like 
air in a punctured tire, rushed 
to the point of least resistance, 
draining the power from the 
city. 
At a different time of day, 
under a lesser load, generators 
throughout the system might 
have met the sudden demand. 
But generators, like donkeys, 
will do only as much as they are 
capable and no more. When 
they sensed electronically that 
they couldn't meet the demand 
they cut themselves off to pro­ 
tect their own wiring, click, 
click, click, click, and 80,000 
square miles went dark. 
Yes, Hollander said, it could 
happen again. But in his view 
expanding 
the 
grid system 
would do more to reduce that 
chance than Increase it.

Because of tte denuncia­ 
tion, President Harry S. Tru­ 
man fired him as secretary of 
commerce. 
Truman didn't look too good 
in this. Both the New York 
Times and the Washington Post 
reported Truman had approved 
the speech before Wallace deliv­ 
ered it. 
Later in his memoirs Truman 
denied he had ever read the 
speech. Wallace denied that, 
saying he had gone over it page 
by page with Truman. But in 
this episode Wallace didn't look 
too good, either. 
In the prepared text of his 
speech he had a number of criti­ 
cisms of Russia. But when he 
mentioned the first one and was 
jeered in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden he omitted all 
the others. 
He explained later he did this 
to save time because he was on 
radio. But it was a sensational 
speech, besides criticizing Tru­ 
man's foreign policy. In it Wal­ 
lace called for an end to segre­ 
gation in all spheres of Ameri­ 
can life and suggested the world 
be divided into two spheres of 
influence, one dominated by 
Russia, the other by the West. 
In New Deal days reporters 
called him the worst-dressed 
man in Washington. For many, 
he was a nightmare to interview 
for he could be vague and had a , 
habit of suddenly going silent in 
the middle of a sentence. 
He dabbled in astrology, and 
in middle-age as vice president 
threw boomerangs and liked to 
wrestle. But his real field, from 
which he started and to which 
he returned, was agriculture. 
He made important contribu­ 
tions to plant genetics and was 
among the developers of hybrid 
strains of corn. 
He was President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s agriculture secre­ 
tary from 1933 to 1941 and his 
vice president from 1941 
to 
1945. But the politicians had no 
use for him and in 1944 per­ 
suaded Roosevelt not to insist 
on keeping him for another 
term. They picked Truman and 
Wallace became secretary of 
commerce, but a critic in that 
job of American foreign policy.' 
It was no doubt fortunate for 
the country that Truman, not 
Wallace, succeeded to the presi­ 
dency in 1945. From what Wal­ 
lace admitted later — his fail­ 
ure to understand Russian com­ 
munism —- it's hard to imagine 
what might have happened if he 
had become president. 
In 1948 he ran for the presi­

Ed Begley as the ailing and 
disappointed orator and office 
seeker, gave an impressive per­ 
formance, by turns pompous, 
ridiculous and pathetic. 
The play moved along slowly 
and heavily, however, and at 
tim es was so static and talky 
that it seemed to be more of a 
two man argument than a dra­ 
matic show. But when a thea­ 
ter Jen gth play is chopped down 
to fit into television's rigid time 
schedules, drastic cuts must be 
made. And because there was 
no time to establish the back­ 
grounds of the two men, the 
devastating examination scene 
failed to come off with the same 
electricity it had on the stage.

The last m ajor outbreaks in the 
United States generally were in 
1962-63, and, on the West Coast, 
in 1963-64. 
Because people with a heart or 
circulatory problem are likely 
to be more seriously affected 
than others if they develop flu, 
the M issouri Heart Association 
recommends 
that they check 
with the doctor on the advisa­ 
bility of vaccination. Immuniza­ 
tion with flu vaccine has been 
recommended by public health 
authorities for a number of high 
risk groups. These groups in­ 


clude; 
Persons of all ages suffering 
from chronic diseases, such as 
rheum atic heart disease, other 
heart and circulatory problem s, 
respiratory ailm ents such as 
asthm a 
and emphysema, and 
diabetes. 
Persons In older age groups. 
Influenza deaths are dispro­ 
portionately higher among those 
past 45, and much higher In the 
over-65 bracket. 
Pregnant women. 
Patients in nursing homes and 
chronic disease hospitals. 
The vaccine developed for use 
this season offers protection 
against five different types of 
virus, all capable of causing 
influenza. While it will not en­ 
sure complete immunity, vac­ 
cination has in past years pro­ 
duced a marked degree of pro-
